I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1967. 

The  residential  population  of  Gower  is  now  15,400 
showing  an  increase  of  300  from  the  previous  year.  The 
population  figures  have  steadily  increased  year  by  year. 

This  is  the  residential  population,  but  at  holiday  times 
is  several  times  higher,  and  the  people  who  visit  Gower  come 
not  only  from  Britain  but  also  from  foreign  parts.  It  will  be 
realised  that  the  mixing  of  these  people  can  be  potentially 
dangerous  from  an  epidemiological  point  of  view,  and  facilities 
provided  should  be  adequate. 

I acknowledge  the  very  helpful  co-operation  that  I have 
always  received  from  the  Public  Health  Dept,  of  the  Glam- 
organ County  Council. 

I would  also  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  of  the  Gower  Rural  District  Council  and  to 
thank  them  for  their  loyalty.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  CHIEF  INDUSTRIES 

Gower  is  an  area  of  Outstanding  Natural  Beauty,  and  as 
such,  attracts  a very  large  influx  of  day  visitors,  holiday  makers, 
campers  and  caravanners,  and  this  creates  problems,  especially 
during  the  summer  months. 

Traffic  problems  are  great,  car  parking  presenting  a 
particular  problem. 

Gower  is  chiefly  agricultural,  and  apart  from  agriculture, 
the  catering  industy  is  of  great  importance  and  is  fully  extended 
during  the  summer.  The  large  holiday  population  naturally 
attracting  mobile  confectionery  caterers. 

The  North-East  Gower  end  of  the  Peninsula  is  mainly 
industrial  and  accommodates  light  engineering  and  plastics 
factories,  and  with  7 cockle  sterilization  factories  operating  in 
Penclawdd,  an  industry  which  must  be  safeguarded  by  adequate 
public  health  control.

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  death  rate  of  infants 
under  1 year  has  dropped  from  15  56  in  1966  to  8 0 in  1967  and 
the  Perinatal  Mortality  (Still  births  and  deaths  under  1 week  of 
ge)  is  4 0 as  compared  with  22 ‘9  in  the  previous  year. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1967. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  a very  good  index  of  the 
Public  Health  Service  given  to  the  community. 

it  will  be  noted  that  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  Gower 
is  only  8'0,  whilst  that  of  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  is 
18*3  and  the  Adminitrative  County  of  Glamorgan  being  190.

From  the  above  it  will  be  noted  that  66  deaths  were 
classified  as  diseases  of  the  Circulatory  system,  a decrease  of 
3 deaths  from  the  previous  year. 

Cancer  (all  forms)  caused  28  deaths  as  compared  with 
30  in  the  previous  year. 


DEATH  RATE 

The  death  rate,  all  causes,  of  the  estimated  population 
is  10-2.  In  1966  it  was  10’98  a decrease  of  -78. 
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It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  was  only  one  death 
from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs,  hut  there  were  7 deaths  due  to 
Cancer  of  the  Lungs. 

We  are  all  appalled  at  the  deaths  rate  on  the  roads. 
This  nil  return  for  deaths  due  to  road  accidents  should  be 
compared  with  7 deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung. 

It  will  be  noted  that  these  deaths  were  confined  to 
males  and  mainly  attributable  to  cigarette  smoking. 

Anybody  who  encourages  the  young  to  smoke  is  guilty 
of  a crime. 

Once  upon  a time,  Tuberculosis  was  looked  upon  as  a 
great  killer  but  Cancer  of  the  Lung  has  supplanted  it,  and  is 
mainly  a preventable  disease. 

The  greatest  killer  of  all  are  the  diseases  classified  as  the 
diseases  under  the  circulatory  system. 

Moderate  exercise,  diet,  and  keeping  down  overweight, 
and  general  sanity  in  living  would  help  to  reduce  the  great 
mortality  due  to  this  group.

Blood  Tests  are  being  done  as  a routine  in  the  County 
Council  Ante-Natal  Clinics.

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ANALYSIS  OF  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  (other  than  Tuberculosis)  for  1967 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


2 cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  year.  One  of  the  patients  aged  70,  died  in  hospital. 

2 cases  of  Non-Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  also  notified. 
Both  patients  were  admitted  to  hospital  and  subsequently 
discharged. 


Tuberculosis  Clinics — The  curative  treatment  of  Tuber- 
culosis is  in  the  care  of  the  Regional  Hospitrd  Board,  and  patients 
suffering  from  this  disease  attend  the  Clinic  at  the  New  Hospital 
Singleton  Park,  Swansea. 

Poliomyelitis.  Mass  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  is  being 
done.  The  driving  force  behind  this  is  the  public  health  depart- 
ment of  Glamorgan  County  Council.  It  is  hoped  eventually  to 
combat  this  disease. 

This  is  a good  illustration  of  “Prevention  is  better  than  cure”. 

LUNG  CANCER 

There  were  7 deaths  due  to  Lung  Cancer  during  1967, 
all  males  in  the  45-65  age  group. 

These  figures  can  be  compared  with  the  deaths  from  Pul-

COUNTY  COUNCIL  SERVICES 
The  Cower  and  Llwchwr  Areas 


The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  following 
health  service  in  the  area.

Health  Centres 

There  has  been  increased  interest  in  recent  years  in  the 
provision  of  health  centres.  This  can  be  attributed  to  the 
trend  by  general  practitioners  towards  group  practice  and  the 
increasing  realisation  that  the  premises  of  many  doctors  leave 
much  to  be  desired.  After  much  discussion  between  general 
practitioners,  the  Local  Health  Authority  and  the  Executive 
Council,  plans  have  been  made  for  the  first  full  scale  purpose 
built  health  centre  in  Glamorgan  to  be  built  in  Gorseinon  during 
the  year  1967/68,  which  in  addition  to  providing  local  authority 
facilities  will  have  accommodation  for  seven  G.P’s. 


Care  of  mothers  and  young  children 

Ante-natal  and  infant  welfare  clinics  continue  to  be  held 
at  centres  throughout  the  area. 
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The  Ambulance  Service 

The  ambulance  service  is  administered  by  the  county 
council.  A re-organisation  of  the  service  took  place  during 
1965.  The  main  control  for  the  area  is  at  Neath,  but  there  are 
ambulance  stations  at  Gorseinon  and  Pontardawe  and  a sub- 
station at  Reynoldston. 

Prevention  of  illness,  care  and  aftercare 

The  services  covered  under  this  heading  include  : — 

(i)  — Chiropody  facilities  are  available  both  at  home  and 
at  clinics  in  the  area. 

(ii)  — Health  Education 

(iii)  — Fluoridation  of  water  supplies.  Although  supplies 
in  the  area  are  not  treated,  the  County  Council  have 
agreed  in  principle  to  fluoridation,  and  hope  to  make  a 
start  in  the  Mid  Glamorgan  area  shortly.  The  position 
is  more  complicated  in  West  Glamorgan  as  the  Water 
Board  also  supplies  areas  outside  the  administrative 
county. 

(iv)  — Early  detection  of  cervical  cancer.  West  Glam- 
organ was  a pioneer  of  a cervical  cytology  service,  facilities 
were  available  at  Bishopston. 

(v)  — Provision  of  medical  comforts.  These  can  be 
obtained  from  the  divisional  health  office,  and  district 
nurses  have  a limited  supply  of  the  smaller  items. 

Mental  Health 

The  County  Council  have  a junior  training  centre  for  the 
sub-normal  at  Penllergaer.  Hostel  facilities  are  avaliable  in 
other  parts  of  the  county  for  those  with  unsatisfactory  home 
conditions.  Hostel  facilities  are  also  provided  for  adult  sub- 
normals. 


Mentally  ill  patients  are  admitted  when  necessary  to 
Cein  Coed  Hospital,  Swansea,  but  every  effort  is  made  to  enable 
them  to  remain  in  the  community  if  possible  and  to  this  end  the 
county  council  maintain  a staff  of  health  welfare  officers  who 
give  support  to  these  patients. 

Home  Help  Service 

This  service  continues  to  give  valuable  assistance  partic- 
ularly to  the  aged.  It  is  administered  from  the  divisional 
health  office  under  the  control  of  the  divisional  medical  officer 
and  in  September,  1966,  for  the  first  time  a full  time  supervisor 
for  the  area  was  appointed. 

Food  and  drugs 

The  County  Council  are  the  food  and  drugs  authority  for 
the  area,  being  reponsible  for  ensuring  that  the  quality  and 
composition  of  foods  sold  in  the  area  are  properly  maintained. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Gower  area.

As  regards  this  area,  an  Ambulance  Station  is  established 
at  Neath,  which  controls  the  ambulances  and  cars  stationed 
at  Reynoldston,  and  also  some  neighbouring  Authorities. 

Laboratory  Facilities — Pathological  and  bacteriological 
specimens  are  submitted  to  the  Cardiff  Laboratory  and  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cockett,  Swansea,  for  examination.

CARAVAN 

SITES 

There  were  28  holiday  caravan  sites  licenced  at  the  end 
of  the  year  involving  the  siting  of  some  1673  caravans,  and  the 
numbers  per  site  ranged  from  1 to  245  caravans. 

The  largest  concentration  of  caravans — 645  contained  in 
3 sites — are  stationed  in  North  Gower  between  Llangennith 
and  Llanmadoc,  and  the  remaining  heavy  concentrations  are 
sited  at  Port  Eynon  and  Horton — 362,  Oxwich — 328. 

The  increasing  problem  that  still  exists  to-day  is  that  of 
the  tented  camping  sites.  These  sites  are  generally  established 
on  land  adjoining  licenced  caravan  sites  and  under  the  same 
ownership, 
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The  legislation  in  force  to  control  tented  campers  is  still 
very  limited,  and  campers  still  make  use  of  those  facilities 
provided  for  the  use  of  caravan  sites  licenced  under  the  Caravan 
Sites  & Control  of  Development  Act  1960. 

One  camping  site  has  been  licenced  in  the  Oxwich  area, 
and  it  is  probable  that  further  sites  will  be  established  in  the 
future  at  both  Oxwich  and  Horton.

PUBLIC  TOILET  FACILITIES 


The  public  toilet  facilities  in  the  Gower  area  are  inadequate 
especially  during  the  holiday  season. 

In  the  past  they  have  been  the  subject  of  complaint 
because  of  design  and  size.  However,  the  facilities  are  being 
steadily  improved. 

The  toilet  block  at  Port  Eynon  is  being  enlarged  and 
modernised,  and  will  be  completed  by  Whitsun  1968.  Similar 
arrangements  will  be  put  in  hand  at  Rhossili. 

It  is  expected  also  that  Horton  and  Parkmill  will  be 
included  in  future. 

At  Oxwich,  privately  owned  toilet  blocks  on  the  car 
park  appear  to  be  adequate  even  during  the  very  busy  holiday 
periods. 

Whilst  full  time  attendants  are  not  employed  at  each 
public  convenience  they  are  under  constant  supervision  and 
cleaned  daily. 

Between  October  and  Easter  the  new  toilet  blocks  will 
probably  be  opened  only  at  weekends,  but  again  will  be  under 
constant  super\  ision.

Public  Sewage  disposal  systems  are  now  in  operation  at 
Penclawdd,  Crofty  and  Llanmorlais,  Llanrhidian,  Port  Eynon, 
Horton  and  Overton. 

The  Bishopston  and  Kittle  Scheme  has  been  commenced 
and  is  progressing  according  to  schedule. 

Additional  sewerage  schemes  are  in  hand  for  Reynoldston, 
Llangennith  and  Llanmadoc,  and  are  prepared  for  Oxwich  and 
Rhossili. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Port  Eynon,  Horton  and 
Overton  system  which  is  partially  treated,  that  is,  screened, 
settled  and  effluent  discharged  below  low  tide  level,  all  otherexist- 
ing  and  future  schemes  are  designed  for  full  treatment  prior  to 
discharge  to  adjacent  sea  washed  outfall  points.
